PROTEST MADE 

The first of the newest protests 
was delivered in Moscow by F. 
Miyakawa, secretary to the Japa¬ 
nese embassy, on Tuesday againdt 
“Soviet lawlessness,” the foreign 
office spokesman announced. 

The ambassador to Moscow, 
Mamoru Shigemitsu, was directed 
to deliver the second protest per- 
sonaliy today to the Russian for¬ 
eign minister, Maxim Litvinoff. 

He was instructed to ask Mos¬ 
cow to "take immediate steps to 
prevent a recurrence of such vio¬ 
lence.” The foreign office spokes¬ 
man said he had “some informa¬ 
tion” that the border attacks were 
ordered by border commanders 
and not from Moscow. 

MANY CASUALTIES 

Today’s army communique said 
six divisions (number df men net 
stated) supported by 30 tanka, 
attacked Japanese positions in the 
disputed frontier area at 8 a. m, 
but that they were repulsed with 
“heavy losses.” 

The attack followed a nightlong 
aerial and artillery bombardment 
in which, the Japanese asserted, 
“numerous civilian casualties” re¬ 
sulted. 

Supporting their contention that 
the border trouble was inspired by 
Russian efforts to check the 
Hankow drive, Japanese here 
pointed out that some Japanese 
troops were withdrawn from Man¬ 
choukuo for the Suchow campaign 
in (3hina.

DES MOINES, Iowa. (JF) —Gov. 
Nelson G. Kraschel today carried 
his constitutional law battle to 
the national labor relations board 
with the statement that the fed¬ 
eral government “possesses only 
that authority which was dele¬ 
gated to it by the states.” 

In defiance of the governor's 
order closing the board hearing 
into the Maytag Washing Ma¬ 
chine company strike, the NLRB 
in Washington ordered the inquiry 
resumed here tomorrow. 

Concerning its determination to 
proceed with the Inquiry, the 
board declared: 

“Any other course would be a 
subordination of national to state 
authorities in matters affecting 
national sovereignty and of the 
civil to military authorities in 
times of peace. . . . Both have 
been held Improper and illegal by 
our highest courts.” 

Commenting on that portion of 
the statement, the governor as¬ 
serted “it has never been held 
that way by the Iowa military 
court.” 

Of the board’s refusal to ac¬ 
cept his decision closing its New¬ 
ton hearing, Kraschel said the 
state of Iowa “has not delegated 
additional authority to the federal 
government since approving the 
'lame duck’ and prohibition re¬ 
peal amendments.” 

A.sked if he contemplated any 
action to forestall opening of the 
NLRB hearing in the federal 
courthouse here tomorrow, the 
governor only stated: 

“I have made my position clear 
on that point.” 

He previously invited labor 
board officials to test out the 
principle of states’ rights in 
connection with the hearing. 

The NLRB in Washington indi¬ 
cated it would defy the governor’s 
order closing the hearing into 
CIO union charges of “unfair la¬ 
bor practices” against the com¬ 
pany, which has been in intermit¬ 
tent .session since July 18. 

Kraschel, in issuing the clos¬ 
ing order, termed the hearing a 
“disturbing” factor in the New¬ 
ton community and .said it might 
delay early settlement of the con¬ 
troversy. 

Trial Examiner Madison was 
ordered to begin taking testimony 
at the federal court building here 
tomorrow, in spite of the gover¬ 
nor's order. 

The Newton washing machine 
factory, which employs 1400 men, 
has operated only two days since 
May 9, when union employes 
walked out in protest to a 10 per 
cent wage cut.

FACE SAVING SOLU’nON 

While there admittedly were 
dangerous elements in the situa¬ 
tion, some foreign observers here 
saw possibilities now of a face¬ 
saving solution. 

Japan, these observers point 
out, has made good her warning 
of force to protect what she con¬ 
siders her territory; and, on the 
other hand, the Russians demon¬ 
strated their determination not to 
tolerate that armed force. 

Unless Tokyo should insist upon 
provoking a general conflict, it 
appeared here that there was a 
chance of returning to previous 
plans for putting the boundary 
dispute into the hands of an ar¬ 
bitration commission.

PARK PLANNED

Country club caddies run from 
12 to 27 years in age (most are 
of high school age), and they usu¬ 
ally stay on the job four or five 
years. Oldest hand, and oldest in 
years, is Preston Bradford, 27, who 
won the caddies’ tournament two 
months ago. 


Caddies, nearly all of them, play 
golf every Monday morning, aren’t 
allowed to play other times. Sev¬ 
eral have their own clubs, others 
borrow members’ clubs. Majority 
of them pick up the game without 
lessons after tagging after some 
of the better local players, they in¬ 
variably pick up enough pointers 
to make them presentable golfers. 


Pay for caddies is $1 a round for 
one player, $1.50 if the caddy car¬ 
ries two bags. The boys average 
about one round for every day they 
come out, though during busy sea¬ 
sons mony of them will get two 
rounds. Since average "loop" takes 
around three and a half hours, 
none of them ever get more than 
two a day. 


Players can have their choice of 
caddies, but caddies get no choice 
of players, and when a golfer who 
has a particular reputation for be¬ 
ing disagreeable shows up, avail¬ 
able caddies sometimes become 
rather scarce smarter one usuaily 
manage to find a hiding-place. 


If a player has no choice, caddies 
are first-come-first-served, and the 
one who’s been waiting for a 
“loop” longest gets the call. Many 
of the boys (moat live in Santa 
Ana or in the Costa Mesa region), 
arrive at the country club around 
8 a. m., must wait 'til noon to get 
an assignment. Sunday is best day 
for caddying, because a number of 
players speed through 18 holes in 
the morning, tell the caddy to re¬ 
port back for another 18 in the 
afternoon. 


Golf sacks weigh 15 to 30 pounds 
and many of the boys carry two. 
Heavy bag usually contains irons 
numbered from two to nine, three 
or four woods, special clubs like a 
“chipper” or “dynamiter” and one 
or two putters. Player calls for 
clubs by number, and the addy 
must know his clubs. 


Deadlocked in a conference be¬ 
tween Mexican workers and Jap¬ 
anese farmers’ representatives this 
morning, negotiations for settle¬ 
ment of a wage dispute will be 
resumed at another meeting in Sol 
Gonzales’s hall on West Fifth 
street Saturday morning. 

Today’s conference ended where 
it began—with workers demand¬ 
ing restoration of a 5-cent wage 
cut to the 30-cent hourly wage 
they were paid last year, and with 
farmers offering contracts for 25 -1 
cent hourly wages. 

The workers’ representatives 
reportedly represented 2500 Mex¬ 
ican laborers who have threat¬ 
ened a strike if negotiations bog 
down at the Saturday meeting. 
Activities in the affected vege¬ 
table fields will cease pending ne¬ 
gotiations, Lucas Lucio, Mexican 
labor leader, announced following 
today’s conference. 

Workers are claiming 250 mem¬ 
bers of the AFL Agricultural 
Workers’ union already are on 
strike, while Secretary George 
Graham of the Associated Farm¬ 
ers, meanwhile, said few are 
striking. 

Graham said his group has re¬ 
duced wages for field workers to 
25 cents an hour since expira¬ 
tion of an agreement last Sun¬ 
day. 

“The union is demanding 30 
cents and threatening general 
strikes, but the farmers can get 
all the workers they need at 25 
cents. In fact, some of them let 
their crops perish because they 
could not profitably market them 
under the contract wage,” Gra¬ 
ham said. 

Lucio has called a meeting of 
workers tonight to report prog¬ 
ress in the negotiations. 

He said the employe group is 
seeking an arbitration of the wage 
dispute, but that the Japanese 
farmer group, represented at to¬ 
day’s conference by N. Sasaki, is 
declining to arbitrate and hopes 
to settle the argument by a direct 
25 cents an hour contract with 
the laborers.

County supervisors were warned 
yesterday afternoon that Prado 
dam, $7,000,000 key link in the 
program, may be held up an en¬ 
tire year because the Santa Fe 
railroad tracks and Santa Ana 
canyon highway may not be moved 
out of the way in time. Relocation 
of the road and railroad was held 
up because: 

1. The county had difficulty se¬ 
curing rights-of-way; some of 
them will have to be secured by 
court action. 

2. Bids for the $241,000 reloca¬ 
tion job, opened here on July 5, 
were not returned from Sacra¬ 
mento for letting of the contract 
until last week. 

To avert the danger of post¬ 
ponement, with its resultant extra 
year of flood danger to residents 
of Orange county. Chairman Wil¬ 
lard Smith of the county board 
and Flood Control Engineer M. N. 
Thompson will confer with Maj. 
Theodore Wyman, jr., district 
army engineer, to see what can 
be done. 

WOULD FORFEIT .$1000 

Because letting of the county's 
contract for moving the railroad 
and highway was delayed so long, 
contractors on the dam may not 
be able to get anywhere near the 
required dates of partial comple¬ 
tion, Thompson told the county 
board yesterday afternoon. If the 
Prado dam contractors are held 
up, the government must forfeit 
to them $1000 a day for any de¬ 
lay. 

Army engineers had planned to 
advertise for bids on the mammoth 
job Aug. 10, to be opened Sept. 
20. with award of the contract set 
for Oct. 1. 

On that schedule, the .successful 
contractor would be required to 
have a temporary channel com¬ 
pleted to a 500-toot elevation by 
Nov. 15. With the railroad now 
running directly across the dam- 
site. this work would be impossible 
until the railroad tracks have been 
relocated. 

Person and Hollingsworth of Los 
Angeles and Wilbur C. Cole of 
San Diego, holders of the contract 
on the $241,000 job of moving the 
highway and railroad to mak" 
way for the dam, are not require* 
to finish that job until Jan. 8. If 
the job’s completion is held up 
that long, the army engineers 
have warned Thompson, they may 
be forced to postpone contracts on 
the dam for another year. 

Delay in calling for and ac¬ 
cepting bids was caused, super¬ 
visors explained, by difficulties in 
obtaining rights-of-way for the re¬ 
location, which kept the proceed¬ 
ings open long after the antici¬ 
pated June 1 deadline. Red tape 
in Sacramento apparently held up 
the project, too, since bids were 
opened July 5 and the contract 
was not returned to be awarded 
until last week. 

Thompson and Smith will meet 
with Maj. Wyman to attempt to 
have the government’s contractor 
' penalty reduced from $1000 to 
$500, and also will attempt to 
j .speed up the contractors so the 
; bids may be called for this year. 
FLOOD D.'W’OER FEARED

WHEN BOOKS 
ARE CLOSED 

More than 71,000 registered 
voters—a new all-time high in Or¬ 
ange county records—today were 
qualified to cast ballots Aug. 30 
in the primary election. Demo¬ 
crats, showing a burst of speed 
In the homestretch, had a clear 
margin of 9609 over Republicans. 

County Clerk B. J. Smith 
rubbed his eyes as he surveyed 
figures showing the record total 
of 71,.356—nearly 9000 more reg¬ 
istered than were qualified for the 
August, 1936, elections. 

ESTIMATE EXCEEDED 

The number was 1300 higher 
than Smith had estimated two 
weeks ago, when he predicted that 
70,000 voters might po.ssibly be 
registered by 9 p. m., July 21, 
closing date to qualify for the pri¬ 
maries. 

At least 2000 more are expected 
to be added to that total in time 
to cast ballots in tbe Nov. 8 gen¬ 
eral election, if voters run true 
to past performances. 

Registrations increased 5536 
since Clerk Smith’s report to Sac¬ 
ramento June 6—nearly twice the 
increase of registration since two 
years ago. 

DEMOCRATS GAIN 

Strength of Democratic party 
organization was shown as the 
Bourbons picked up 4553 registra¬ 
tions between June 6 and July 21, 
with but 816 of these accounted 
for by switching of Townsendites 
from their own party to the Demo¬ 
cratic party so they can vote for 
nomination of Sheridan Downey 
as U. S. senator. The Townsend¬ 
ites have declared they will switch 
back to their own party before 
the November general election. 

Orders from Townsend head¬ 
quarters failed to budge more than 
half the members of the new par¬ 
ty, directed to become Democrats 
for the primary election. Town¬ 
sendites registered in June totaled 
1918: and today they total 1102. 
G.O.P. LEADS IN ORANGE 

Republicans picked up 1730 vot¬ 
ers between June and July, largest 
number in the third supervisorial 
district, biggest in population in 
the county. Traditional Republi¬ 
can stronghold, the fourth (Or¬ 
ange) district was the only one 
where Republicans were In the 
lead, 3758 to 3416. 

On a county-wide basis. Demo¬ 
crats had 38,461 votes to the 
Republicans’ 29,852. 

Minor - party registrations 
(Townsend, decline to state. So¬ 
cialist, Prohibition, Progressive 
and Communist) showed a drop 
of 747 between June 6 and July 
21, practically all accounted for 
by the Townsendite switch to 
Democratic ranks. 

Communists, who boa.sted six 
party members in August, 1936, 
had dropped to three on June 6 
and picked up one for a total of 
four today. 

■Voters who declined to state 
party affiliation (including those 
who registered as Non-Partisan 
and Independent) total 1543. Six¬ 
ty-nine Socialists, 264 Prohibition¬ 
ists and 61 Progressives completed 
the list.

CITY RUSHES REBUILDING OF 
SEWER LINE IN RIVER BASIN 


■With all departmental estimates 
and requests already submitted, 
Santa Ana city councilmen sched¬ 
uled an informal conference this 
afternoon in the first move toward 
final adjustment of the 1938-39 
city budget. 

Today’s meeting was called by 
Mayor Fred Rowland, with coun¬ 
cilmen planning an "informal dis¬ 
cussion” of budget matters with 
various department heads. Fig¬ 
ures will be compiled, and depart¬ 
mental requests adjusted and co¬ 
ordinated, preparatory to final 
presentation of the budget in an 
open .session, possibly at the next 
council meeting Aug. 15. 

Budget conferences last week 
consisted merely of informal dis¬ 
cussions among two or three coun¬ 
cil members, and today’s get-to¬ 


gether was to be the first in which 
all five councilmen participated. 
Department heads were to be 
called into the conference one by 
one, with particular emphasis be¬ 
ing given to requests for desired 
civic improvements. 

Because of this year’s heavy 
emergency expenditure for the 
outfall sewer (Santa Ana’s 
budgeted part probably will be ap¬ 
proximately $50,000), Mayor Row¬ 
land indicated allocations for cer¬ 
tain "desirable but not necessary" 
projects may be deferred until 
next year. 

Since many of the departmental 
budget requests may be altered 
before the budget finally Is adopt¬ 
ed, none of the figures will be re¬ 
vealed until the council has com¬ 
pleted its informal adjustments 
and coordination.

Dwyer, sent to prison after con¬ 
fessing the murder 0 / Dr. Little¬ 
field, was said by Prosecutor 
Ralph M. Ingalls in his opening 
statement, to have taken the 
blame after death threats by Car- 
roll, whom he described as a 
“vicious killer." 

The room was packed with an 
audience which included Dwyer’s 
former sweetheart, Barbara Car' 
roll, 18, daughter of the man on 
trial. 

Dwyer testified Carroll threat¬ 
ened to “ruin" him and his fam¬ 
ily unless he relinquished letters 
from Barbara, which he said, dis¬ 
closed allegedly Improper relations 
between the former deputy sheriff 
and his daughter. 

Dwyer, under questioning by In¬ 
galls, related the uneventful his¬ 
tory of his small town boyhood 
and high .school friendship with 
Barbara. 

“Did you become intimate?" In¬ 
galls asked. 

Judge William H. Fisher struck 
out his low answer, and explained 
to the pallid youth at he could 
answer if he wished, but did not 
have to “incriminate” himself. 

Ingalls again asked the ques¬ 
tion. 

“I’d rather not answer that,” 
Dwyer said. 

Dwyer testified Carroll killed 
the elderly physician in the bath¬ 
room of the Dwyer home after 
the doctor had informed Carroll 
he knew “all about you and 
Barbara.” 

Dwyer said the doctor told 
Carroll: “I think you belong in 
state prison and if there is no one 
else in South Paris who is man 
enough to send you there, then I 
will.” 

Dwyer testified Carroll followed 
the doctor upstairs to the bath¬ 
room, shouting “What do you 
mean?" 

“Just what I said," he said the 
doctor replied. 

“And then what happened?” 
asked Ingalls. 

“I heard sounds of a struggle. I 
ran up the stairs, grabbing a 
wrench and a hammer as I went. 

“At the top of the stairs the 
doctor was stooped over, leaning 
against the wall, moaning. 

“I tried to hit Carroll with the 
wrench but it came apart. Car- 
roll grabbed the hammer from me 
and hit Dr. Littlefield with it. 

Q. “And then?” 

A. “The doctor reeled and fell 
after two or three blows.” 

“I shouted to Carroll, ‘You’ve 
killed him,’ ” Dwyer .said.

LONDON. (JP) —Seventeen-year- 
old Emily Arkwell gave policemen 
and firemen some anxious mo¬ 
ments today as she emulated John 
Warde, spectacular New York 
suicide, and defied attempts to 
rescue her from a ledge 50 feet 
above the ground. 

Clad only in a nightgown, the 
Inmate of the Bast Croydon moral 
welfare home climbed from her 
room to the ledge and threat¬ 
ened to jump if anyone went near 
her. 

As a big crowd gathered, fire¬ 
men worked feverishly to prevent 
a jump. They spread a jumping 
sheet and padded the street with 
mattresses and , pillows collected 
from nearby houses. 

Two extension ladders were run 


in the cold dawn breeze, again 
threatened to jump. The crowd 
missed a heartbeat several times 
as the girl swayed and almost 
fell. 

But unlike the young New 
Yorker who plunged to his death 
from a 17-story ledge after many 
suspense-ridden hours, the rescue 
attempts had a happy climax. 
While the girl’s attention was dis¬ 
tracted from below, watchers 
reached out a window and seized 
her wrists. 

She was taken to a hospital for 
observation.

The Oriental Puzzle 

The Russo-Japanese fighting at the junction of the 
Siberia-Manchoukuo-Korea borders is like the' orient’s 
famed bird-nest soup, aptly comrrients De'Witt M.acKenzie, 
Associated Press writer. Certainly the situation is con¬ 
siderable of a mystery into which one dislikes to inquire 
too closely becausf; of the strong likelihood of discover¬ 
ing something unsavory. 

The two combatants have the entire outside world 
guessing as to what underlies such sudden fierceness in a 
border dispute of long standing. They undoubtedly have 
been testing to discover each other’s fighting temper (an 
old custom in that salty area), but the matter now has 
gone beyond an ordinary laboratory test. 

The only thing we are sure of is that the situation 
endangers world peace. 


Major General Todah, Japanese officer who has been 
in command of the Manchoukuoan border patrol and is 
now en route to Tokyo, gave newspaper men what pur¬ 
ported to be an optimistic view of the situation. He said 
the Soviet military operations may be regarded largely as 
an anti-Japanese demonstration and therefore unlikely to 
develop into a major conflict. 

That would be a more comforting prediction were 
the good general the seventh son of a seventh son and 
well established as a prophet. As it is, about the best we 
can say is that his guess (if it is a guess and not a red 
herring) may be as good as that of anyone else. 

There are numerous possible reasons for the border 
fighting, and it isn’t difficult to pick them out. The 
trouble comes in trying to sift them down to one logical 
explanation. 


With both Moscow and Tokyo talking to each other 
in no uncertain language, we can dismiss the idea that 
the present phase of the clash is a purely local affair. The 
show is being directed from, the two capitals. 

Here is one bare possibility, pointed out by MacKen- 
zie: The Japanese have a half million of their crack 
troops in Manchoukuo. They would be a welcome aid to 
the Japanese command down in China. 

There have been suggestions that there might be a 
difference of opinion in Tokyo military quarters as to 
I whether these troops should be moved down from Man¬ 
choukuo. It is possible that those who favor keeping the 
army in Manchoukuo are fostering the border show with 
the idea of demonstrating the necessity of retaining the 
soldiers there. 

A good many observers in the Far East express the 
belief that Japan and (Jermany are getting ready for a 
joint attack on Russia. If that is tnie, it might explain 
the border fighting. 

Such a war has been openly talked in Berlin, Moscow 
and Tokyo, and the Soviet press long ago predicted its 
approach. After admitting that this is a possibility, one 
must add that it is hard to believe any one of the three 
want war at this precise momient. They have other proj¬ 
ects on their minds. 


There is one possibility, however, which seems rather 
more logical than most of the others, and might warrant 
a small bet. This must assume, for the sake of argument, 
something which we do not know to be a fact—namely, 
that the Soviet took the initiative in the border scrap. 

The half million crack troops and mountains of equip¬ 
ment which the Japanese have in Manchoukuo. would be 
of tremendous (maybe vital) assistance in (ZJhina, where 
the Nipponese have encountered very sticky going. The 
Japanese drive along the Yangtze valley towards the pro¬ 
visional capital, Hankow, has met with fierce resistance. 

Every time the invaders capture a square mile of ter¬ 
ritory they must increase their fighting forces to police 
It. ’The drain on manpower, war equipment and finances 
has been heavy. 

Russia is China’s avowed friend, and has been helping 
the Celestials “unofficially” ever since the war started. 
One of the easiest ways for the Soviet to aid Cliina and 
hurt Japan would be to create a diversion along the Man¬ 
choukuoan border to keep that half million troops from 
moving south to fight the Chinese. 

That may be what is going on. 


The Elections 

Political pot-pourri is being served. If you do not 
like one dish, you can turn to some other state and taste 
another. Elections yesterday served a complex concoction. 

In. Virginia the New Deal meal wasn’t satisfactory, 
while the adjoining state of West Virginia ordered more 
like it. In Kansas it wasn’t so much of a New Deal or 
an old deal, but Republican differences as to government 
by democracy or some kind wdth a foreign flavor to it. 
The contest turned out with a decision in favor of the 
home team. 

Down in old Missouri, the state made famous by the 
houn’-dog poem of Sen. George Vest, voters expressed 
their preference for the Clark family, and Bennett, son of 
the late Champ Clark, made about three home runs before 
the polls closed. His election was so emphatic that it left 
no comfort for administration supporters. Clark is both 
Democratic and independent. 

Sen. Ham Lewis of Rlinois, he with the florid-hirsute 
label, is tiring of political life, and seeks a more peaceful 
ending to a stormy public career. He is a strong New 
Dealer, but disfavors a third term. 

Tomorrow the state of Tennessee will go to the polls, 
and without the aid of the national guard. Looked like 
trouble between the candidates for governor. It is a 
Democratic controversy. ’The opposite party can view the 
fight from the sidelines, but innocent bystanders have 
been known to get hurt. 

The Kentucky scrap has been called for next Satur¬ 
day. Big gate receipts expected. Contestants, Senate 
Leader .Alvin Barkley and Gov. “Happy” Chandler. Odds 
favor Barkley. 

Which all goes to show that political harmony “isn’t” 
in any state between any party, and that the pot-pourri 
has a varied sort of political ingredients.

NEW YORK.—Anyone at all la- 
miliar with the beauty of. the hills 
of San Francisco will blanch with 
horror at the drawings of the mon¬ 
ster — and monstrous — statue ol 
Saint Francis of Assisi with which 
Christmas Tree point is threatened 
in the name of art by the Works 
Progress administration. This 
tombstone cutter’s nightmare will 
rise 156 feet above a 35-foot base 
and, although it may one day 
frighten off a Japanese armada, 
civilization were better served 
should some dear foe sail close 
enough one day to blow it down. 

The subject of god-awful statu¬ 
ary in public places is to the fore 
in New York just now, thanks to 
the rather reckless observation ol 
Robert Moses, our park conrunis- 
sioner, that this city has some of 
the worst in the world. Mr. Moses 
has some interesting entries lor a 
competition of this kind, to be sure, 
but when he challenges the world 
he takes in too much territory. 

Horror Abroad 

London has statues in a hundred 
unexpected little public squares, 
erected in honor of departed al¬ 
dermen, lawyers and shipowners 
that make even our figure of Balto, 
the Eskimo aog, look as if the 
Venus de Milo should have him on 
a leash, but Mr. Moses need not 
cross salt water to find worse than 
his worst. The Masonic memorial, 
that dreadful heap of children’s 
spelling blocks outside Washing¬ 
ton, will out-awful the most ap¬ 
palling hunk of iron-mongery in 
all New York, including the out¬ 
lying metropolitan district, and the 
figure symbolizing the art of the 
moving pictures, with which it is 
customary to honor genius in Hol¬ 
lywood once a year will stand him 
off, at least. 

But if this statue of St. Francis 
of Assisi is carried through to com¬ 
pletion (an old newspaper phrase 
which I could not defend to save 
my life) the championship of the 
world will belong to San Fran¬ 
cisco beyond challenge by the to¬ 
tem poles of Alaska or even the 
anthracite and laundry soap carv¬ 
ings that used to find serio-comic 
sponsorship in Frank Crownin- 
shield’s Vanity Fair. 

To Wear Bib 

It is a figure with the conven¬ 
tionalized head of the 1910 model 
of family doctor, with a pointed 
beard, enclosed in an aviator’s hel¬ 
met and having, beneath the chin, 
a sort of bib or drool cloth. The 
hands are upraised in the stand¬ 
ard posture of the guest of honor 
at a stickup and the figure then 
declines, round, rigid as a concrete 
pipe and innocent of fold or human 
line, to the waist, where it disap¬ 
pears into a barrel extending to 
the base. 

The New York Times reports, on 
the authority of Archbishop John 
J. Mitty, of San Francisco, that the 
design is the result of deep study 
(he life of Saint Francis by 
Benjamino Bufano. The artist may 
be serious, although they are great 
wags, these artists, and they some¬ 
times palm off roguishness on lay¬ 
men in the guise of solemn effort. 
If Mr. Bufano was kidding and 
this design was intended to depict 
the taxpayer who will have to dig 
up $50,000 of WPA money to pay 
for his joke, then I think I see the 
symbolism. The taxpayer is stand¬ 
ing in his barrel, having already 
lost his pants to Henry Morgen- 
thau’s implacables, and holds his 
hands uplifted from force of habit, 
as of the days when he did have 
pants and the internal revenue 
thought him worth a frisk. 

If Mr. Bufano is serious about 
this, however, then the matter is 
indeed grim, for I, personally, will 
undertake to set to work with an 
ordinary beer mallet and an or¬ 
dinary carpenter’s chisel on an 
ordinary rock and make a better 
statue of Saint Francis, without 
even a picture to guide me, much 
less deep study in Assisi, failing 
which I will contribute $100, not 
toward the erection of Mr. Bufa- 
no’s Saint Francis, however, but 
toward a public subscription to 
prevent the perpetration of this 
permanent pollution of a magnifi¬ 
cent American site.

WASHINGTON.—Inside word is 
that some of the more broad-mind¬ 
ed of the state department career 
boys are feeling pretty sick over 
the way they have lumbled the 
Spanish situation. 

Last May when the senate was. 
considering lifting of the Spanish 
embargo, the career boyr told va¬ 
rious visiting delegations that the 
civil war would be over in a month. 
Adolf Berle, peacock-perking as¬ 
sistant secretary of state, said: 

“Why lift the embargo? It’ll all 
be over in three weeks.” 

This was the report which the 
career boys also gave to the presi¬ 
dent, and apparently the report 
which he believed. For in his talks 
with Senator Borah and New York 
Supreme Court Justice Pecora, 
both of whom urged the lifting of 
the embargo, Roosevelt quoted the 
state department. 

He said Hull’s boys had confi¬ 
dential word that nothing could 
prevent Franco from wiping up the 
loyalists, and that any arms ship¬ 
ped by the United States would 
only fall into Franco’s hands. 

Reports from the Spanish em¬ 
bassy and from American news¬ 
papermen in Spain were shown to 
Roosevelt and the state depart¬ 
ment, but the career boys swore 
their information was correct — 
Franco would win in a month. 

This was in May. 

But—in June the German gen¬ 
eral staff admitted that it would 
take at least six months to finish 
the Spanish war. 

And today Franco admits that 
the war will not be over for an¬ 
other year. 

Note—There are three possible 
explanations for the state depart¬ 
ment’s being so far off base on 
Spain. One is that they were ac¬ 
cepting, as usual, the word of the 
British who are rooting for a 
Franco victory. The other is that 
some of the career boys, ardently 
wanting Franco to win, deliberate¬ 
ly misled the president. 

Primary Purge 

Forthright Joe Keenan, assistant 
to the attorney general, is one man 
who does not pull his punches on 
anti - Rooseveltians in primary 
campaigns. 

Some New Dealers don’t want to 
place any Roosevelt help on a can¬ 
didate unless he is a sure-shot vic¬ 
tor. But Joe Keenan, who has 
been working for young Bill Dodd, 
son of the former ambassador to 
Germany, in his campaign to un¬ 
seat Representative Howard Smith 
of Virginia, doesn’t agree with 
them. 

“Let’s give all these fellows a 
run for their money,” he says, 
"even if we can’t win. Let’s show 
them that they can’t continually 
knife the president and expect us 
to take it lying down.” 

Cabinet Censorship 

The return of Uncle Dan Roper 
from Europe leaves one question 
unanswered—why didn’t he go to 
France as planned? Answer is 
that his White House boss didn’t 
want him to make a speech there. 

The secretary of commerce was 
looking forward with great pleas¬ 
ure to his Paris visit and had a 
speech in his suitcase which had 
been prepared before he left Wash¬ 
ington. 

He was expecting to meet his 
counterpart in the French cabinet, 
Mr. Raymond Patenotre, the min¬ 
ister of national economy, who had 
invited Roper to come to Paris and 
had arranged for the speech. 

But when Uncle Dan reached 
London, the president cabled him 
to make no public address in Paris. 
So to save embarrassing explana¬ 
tions, Roper did not even cross the 
channel. 

Behind the Roosevelt cable was 


the state department which w^ta 
no back-seat driving from other 
members of the cabinet. The ca¬ 
reer boys have never got over Sec¬ 
retary Ickes’ broadcast to Britain. 

Actually, Roper intended to keep 
to the fond and innocuous line of 
U. S.-French amity. Bast passage 
in his undelivered speech referred 
to the Statue of Liberty, “France 
has given us the statue, but we 
put in the light!” 

Even this worried the state de¬ 
partment. 

Stock Market 

The sudden tumble in stock 
I prices la.st week was no surprise 
to securities and exchange commis¬ 
sion officials. 

They have had their fingers 
crossed on the soaring market 
boom from its start and had been 
I expecting the price “re-adjust- 
mtnt”—as Wall street euphemis- 
I tically calls it. This does not 
j mean, however, that the SECers 
consider a market upturn unwar¬ 
ranted. 

i Quite the contrary. But not b 
run-away market of the kind that 
has been roaring skyward the last 
month or so. 

Prices, they think, should Im¬ 
prove slowly and moderately for 
some time, but they discourage 
any boom, sure to lead to sharp re¬ 


cessions.

Science News 


Newest triumph of Col. Charles 
Lindbergh’s “glass heart” appa¬ 
ratus, in supplying oxygen along 
with the fluitl it circulates to or¬ 
gans living outside the body, is 
accomplished by using blood of 
what might be termed a living 
fossil. And blue blood at that. 

The creature that supplied the 
blood is a member of one of the 
oldest zoological aristocracies on 
earth, the horseshoe crab. Horse¬ 
shoe crab shells are familiar to 
every stroller along the sea beach. 
They look somewhat like crabs, 
but are considerably more primi¬ 
tive, and they have a history run¬ 
ning back hundreds of millions of 
years. They may even be ances¬ 
tral to the rest of us, through a 
race of sea animals long since ex¬ 
tinct, the ostracoderms. 

The problem of supplying oxy¬ 
gen through the fluid in the “glass 
heart” long had the experimenters 
stymied. They found they could 
not use hemoglobin, the red pig¬ 
ment of ordinary vertebrate blood, 
because it very quickly broke 
down into a compound that would 
not carry oxygen, called methem- 
oglobin. 

Then, relates Dr. Richard Bing 
of Columbia university and the 
New York Presbyterian hospital, 
it was decided to try thp blood 
pigment of the horseshoe crab, a 
blue stuff known as hemocyanin. 
A lot ol crabs had to be sacrificed 
to get a sufficient supply, for each 
crab yielded only about 100 cubic 
centimeters, or a scant half-tea- 
cupful. 

The blood itself was not used, 
but the hemocyanin was extracted 
and purified through a long series 
of chemical steps. When it was 
added to the circulating fluid in 
the right proportions it worked 
quite successfully, keeping vari¬ 
ous mammalian organs like kid¬ 
neys and thyroid glands alive for 
several days. 

Hemocyanin contrasts oddly with 
hemoglobin in one respect. Hemo¬ 
globin containing oxygen is bright 
red, and when the oxygen is gone 
it turns blue. Hemocyanin is blue 
when oxygenated, and when Its 
oxygen is exhausted it has no col¬ 
or at all.

OUTDOOR GIRL; $50 

At the risk of being misunder¬ 
stood, we wish to make mild pro¬ 
test against the recent action of 
the board of supervisors in setting 
aside $50 of the taxpayers’ money 
to enter a Ventura county young 
lady in the outdoor girl contest of 
the Salinas rodeo. 

We are unfamiliar with how 
this annual problem is handled in 
other counties or cities, but it is 
our feeling that the proper agency 
to put up such funds, if any at all 
are necessary, is a civic or service 
group such ;,s a chamber of com¬ 
merce, service club or community 
booster outfit. 

From accounts of the supervis¬ 
ors’ action, it would appear that 
the board is going to make the 
money available to Miss Mildred 
Meeks, daughter of Mr. and Mrs, 
Percy Meeks of the Yerba Buena 
district, principally because she is 
the only one who has applied for 
it. In years past the chambers of 
commerce and high schools of the 
county have sponsored countywide 
elimination contests to select rep¬ 
resentatives in the Salinas compe¬ 
tition. 

This year, however, interest in 
the contest had waned and no con¬ 
test was held. Miss Meeks won 
last year in competition with Mis.s 
Reba Hayes of the Conejo district 
and Miss Mildred Selby of Ven¬ 
tura. Learning that Miss Meeks 
apparently has the inside track on 
the $50, the other two girls, with 
their parents, are reportedly going 
to appear before the supervisors 
Monday and protest granting the 
fund to Miss Meek.s. 

We don’t know Mi.ss Meeks, and 
are willing to grant that she may 
be the county’s best outdoor girl. 
We also don’t wish to knock the 
Salinas rodeo. But we do feel that 
if there Is not enough public in¬ 
terest in sending a county repre¬ 
sentative to the event, the board 
of supervisors, which is supposed 
to be subservient to the will of 
the people, is not justified in op¬ 
ening the county treasury to the 
cause. 

And in the light of the board’s 
refusal to spend one nickel on a 
county fair here at home, this sub- 
iidy to help support another coun- 
■.y’s event is inconsistent, to say the 
east.—Santa Paula Chronicle.

Junk 
was piled everywhere: ru.sty 
plumbing fixtures, old stove pipe.s, 
warped window frames, and doz¬ 
ens of carpenter's g.adjets.
